to  the  common  Schools  ot  Peterborough,  a  Communication  from 
the  Legal  adviser  on  the  subject  of  a  suit  with  the  Hon.  Peter 
Magill  vs.  County,  and  the  County  Council  against  the  late 
Treasurer  ;  and   sundry  other  documents.

"  A  By-Law  to  repeal  By-Law  miraber  62  of  the  Municipal 


Cnunril  of  the  United  Counties  of  Poterboroiij^b  nnd  Victoria, 
entitled  "  A  J}y-riaw  to  MiiiiNcriliu  for  Htook  in  the  Crand  Judc- 
tion  Railrond  Company,  to  tlic  extent  of  £100,000  siterlinc,  and 
to  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  consolidated  Municipal 
Loan  Fund  of  Tpper  Canada  to  pny  such  subsci  iption." 
Tbe  undersigned  dissentient 

Because  tbe  By-Law  No.  62,  and  which  the  above  Dy-Lai* 
purports  to  repeal,  was  passed  it  accordance  with  the  Act  I6 
Vic.  Chtp.  22,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  establish  a  consolidated 
Municipal  Loan  Fund  for  Upper  Canada,"  and 

Because  by  the  said  Act  Section  3,  it  is  enacted  that  no  By- 
Law  so  passed  shall  be  "  repealed  amended  or  altered,  "other- 
**  wise  tiian  by  another  By-Law,  to  which  all  the  provisions  of 
"  thii  act  shall  apply  as  to  the  original  By-Law,"  and 

Because  tha  said  provisions  have  not  been  complied  with,  and 
thereby  in  our  opinion  rendering  the  above  repealing  By-Law 
illegal,  and  in  fact  and  eft'ect  of  no  force  whatever : 

Becaaao  we  cannot  concur  in  a  measure,  calculated  in  our 
opinion  to  mislead  the  people  of  these  Counties,by  inducing  them 
to  consider  the  By-Law  No.  H'i,  in  any  way  affected  by  Um 
passing  of  the  said  By-Law,  purporting  to  repeal  the  sane. 

Because  we  consider  the  passiug  of  any  By-Law  by  this 
Council,  in  the  face  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  a  dangerous  pre- 
cedent, and  calculated  to  lesson  the  respect  that  this  Council 
ought  to  inspire  as  a  Body,  all  whose  proceedings  are  in  accord- 
ance with  law. 

Because  no  petitions  from  the  people  have  been  presented  to 
this  Council, intimating  any  dissatisfaction  with  tbe  By-Law  No* 
62,  or  calling  for  its  repeal.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEIilS,  &c. 
Warden's  Aciflreiis. 

Gentlemen, — After  a  recess  of  seven  months,  I  have  found 
it  necessary  to  call  you  together  at  the  close  of  our  Municipal 
year. 

Since  we  last  met  in  Council,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Wm. 
Jackson,  Esq.,  M.  P.  &c.,  upon  the  subject  of  constructing  th>^ 
Grand  Junction  Railroad.  A  copy  of  that  letter,  with  the  an- 
swer 1  received,  will  be  laid  before  you . 

I  have  to  call  four  attention  to  the  promises  of  the  Company 
who  are  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Junction  Railway  Charter, 
to  re-imburse  this  Council  the  amount  expended  by  you  for  the 
preliminary  survey. 

I  have  been  in  communication  <vith  Sidney  Smith,  Esq., 
Warden  of  the  United  Counties  of  Northumberland  and  .Dur- 
ham, respecting  a  By-Law  passed  in  his  counties,  appropriating 
£11.^,000  to  the  construction  of  gravelled  roads,  and  which 
By-Law  be  was  desirous  this  Council  should  memoriali/.c  the 
Goveinmentto  sanction  ;  many  of  the  roads  are  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  these  Counties. 

The  Council  of  the  Counties  of  Northumberland  and  Dur- 
ham wish  a  guarantee  from  you,  for  the  construction  of  one  half 
that  portion  of  the  Boundary  line  road  between  North  Monaghan 
and  Cavan,a  distance  of  one  and  one-half  miles  ;  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  this  road,  there  would  bo  a  gravel  road  from  Peter- 
borough to  Port  Hope  andCobourg  :  I  would  advise  your  giving 
the  assistance  sought. 

The  suit  brought  against  this  Council  by  James  McCutcheon, 
Esq.,  has,  with  the  consent  of  your  legal  adviser,  been  submitted 
to  the  Judges  in  Toronto  for  their  decision. 

It  will  be  your  duty  this  session  to  appoint  three  Trustees  for 
the  County  Grammar  School,  in  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act  16  Vic.  Cap.,  186  ;  'n  your  selection  of  pro- 
per persons  to  perform  the  onerous  duties  of  Trustees,  I  doubt 
not,  you  will  choose  impartially,  and  without  any  sectarian 
considerations. 

I  would  advise  you  to  take  into  serious  consideration  the  fact 
of  many  municipalities  not  having  paid  the  amounts  due  by  them 
to  your  Treasurer. 
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The  prrtent  method  ol'r^pfnding  statute  labour  nn  HoundArf 
lin<!H  if*  Attended  with  much  inconvenience.  I  would  »U)(gMl 
the  petitioning  j^overnment  to  pniw  an  Act  for  the  greater  cod- 
Teniencp  of  ratp>paircrs  and  pathmostera. 

l\y  the  l8th  Vic.  Cap  1S4<.  you  are  empowered  to  impoae  a 
licen.ie  upon  MawkerK  and  other  venders  of  merchandize.  I 
leave  to  your  consideration  tho  propriety  of  acting  upon  that 
authority,  or  leavin;^  it  to  your  successors. 

It  may  not  be  improper  for  me  to  remind  you  of  the  change 
in  the  mode  of  Reeres  and  Ueptity  Reeves  qualifying,  lest  incon- 
venience or  delay  may  be  occasioned  in  the  new  Council. 

The  time  for  which  you  elected  me  to  preside  over  this  Coun- 
cil will  shortly  expire.  I  beg  to  acknowledge  my  thanks  for 
your  kindness  and  consideration,  and  I  look  back  with  pleaaiire 
to  the  harmony  with  which  you  discussed  the  many  important 
questions  brought  before  you.

That  under  a  recently  passcil  Provincial  Act,  16  Vic.  Cap. 
168,  entitled  "  The  (Grammar  Schools  Amendment  Act,"  cer- 
taio  powers  and  duties  are  imposed  upon  the  County  Council 
under  the  said  Act,  whicli  it  Avould  appear  necessary  should  be 
attended  to  at  the  present  sitliii^-,  in  compliance  with  the  law. 

By  the  9th  section  of  the  said  Act,  it  is  provided  that  the 
old  Grammar  School  Trustees  should  meet  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day in  January,  IS;")].,  and  select  from  among  themselves  three 
Trustees,  one  of  whom  shall  retire  annually. 

Your  Committee  lunhnstaiul  thai  this  :Ao.])  has  been  laken, 
and  that  the  selection  has  resulted  in  the  chdice  of  the  llev. 
Mr.  Gilmour,  the  Kev.  Mr.  ]ioi;er,  and  Dr.  llay. 

Your  Committee,  in  fullilinent  ol  the  CounciPs  duty  as  to  the 
selection  of  the  remaining  three  Trii.->lecs  to  be  appointed  under 
the  Act,  as  County  Giaminat-  Scliool  Trustees  for  the  Town  of 
Peterboro,  would  recommeuil,  as  lit  and  proper  persons  to  fill 
such  situation,  the  J.lev.  Mr.  Liurnham,  the  Llev  Mr.  Gemley 
and  John  Jjangton,  Esq. 

Your  Committee  has  had  a  paper  placed  before  them,  con- 
taining a  list  of  Philosophical  Ajiparatus,  INIaps,  &c,,  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  County  Clerk  for  safe  keeping  ;  your  Csmmittce 
are  of  opinion  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Peterboro  County  Gram- 
mar School,  being  a  Corporation  in  Law,  are  the  only  proper 
persons  to  take  charge  of  all  school  property,  and  be  answerable 
for  the  same  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  would  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Clerk  be  authorised  to  notify  the  Trustees 
of  the  view  the  Council  take  of  the  matter. 

Your  committee  would  beg  to  call  tlic  attention  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  the  H'th  section  of  the  16th  Vic.  Cap.  18(i,  which  gives 
power  to  the  County  Council  to  increase  the  number  of  County 
Grammar  Schools,  by  granting  aid  from  the  Grammar  School 
Fund  provided  by.  Government,  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than 
fifty  pounds  for  each  such  new  Grammar  School,  opened  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  provided  tht;  senior  Grammar  School  first  gets  a 
SHm  not  less  than  £100  per  annum. 

Your  committee  has  reason  to  believe  tlip  Government  Fund 
received  by  these  Counties  amounts  to  .£200,  consequently   tli« 
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Council  have  at  their  disposal  jC  100  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
ifiew  County  (irainmar  Scliools,  opened  acconling  to  law,  and 
which  would  entitle  them  to  (.rovernment  aid. 

A  petition  has  been  laid  before  your  coinmittee,frorathe  inhab- 
itants of  Norwood,  praying;  for  aid  for  a  Grammar  School,  and 
it  will  be  a  question  for  the  Council  to  consider,  whether  they 
will,at  this  iirae,take  this  question  up,orwait  until  all  applications 
of  this  nature  have  time  to  come  in,  and  be  brought  under  the 
action  of  the  Council.  Should, however,  the  Council  think  pro- 
per to  come  to  some  decision  now  with  r  spect  to  the  opening 
of  additional  Grammar  Schools,  your  committee  believing  that 
there  is  a  sufficient  sum  coming  from  the  Government  Fund, 
after  leaving  £100  for  the  senior  school,  to  open  two  new,  or 
additional  Grammar  Schools,  with  jCoO  per  annum  each,  would 
recommend  the  Council  to  adopt  the  Western  and  Eastern  sec- 
tions of  the  United  Counties,  as  the  localities  where  such  addi- 
tional Grammar  Scliools  should  be  op<«ued.  All  of  which  is 
respectfully  submitted.

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  "Warden  negociate  with 
the  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Feterboro,  with  the  view  to 
their  bearing  half  the  expense  of  keeping  the  Otonabee  Bridge 
in  repair,  but  that  it  be  understood  as  part  of  their  arrangement, 
that  the  proportion  of  tax  which  Feterboro  pays  to  the  whole 
County  rate  be  first  deducted,  and  that  then  Feterboro  pay  half 
of  the  remainder,  and  if  no  ariangement  can  be  effected  Avitb 
them,  then  that  this  Council  levy  a  toll  on  the  Bridge  to  keep  it 
in  repair. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Ferguson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lang, — That  the 
Town  of  Feterboro  do  pay  one  half  the  expense  of  keeping  the 
Otonabee  Bridge  in  repair,  but  that  it  be  understood  as  a  part  of 
this  arrangement,  that  the  proportion  of  tax  wliich  Feterboro 
pays  to  the  whole  County  rate  be  first  deducted,  and  that  then 
Feterboro  pay  the  half  of  such  sura.

Provincial  Parliament  assembled. 

The  memorial  of  the  IMunicipal  Council  of  the  United  Coun- 
ties of  Peterboro  and  Victoria,  in  Session  assembled,  respect- 
fully sheweth  : — That  your  memorialists  have  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  amendments  and  alterations  which  they  are  of 
opinion  it  would  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  make  in  the 
Assessment  Act,  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  and  the  Li- 
cense Act,  with  the  view  of  endeavoring  to  secure  the  more 
satisfactory  and  better  working  of  the  ^Municipal  system. 

Your  memorialists  would  therefore  respectfully  solicit  the 
attention  of  your  Honorable  House  in  the  first  place  to  the 
Assessment  Law,  pressing  the  necessity  of  its  amendment,  by 
granting  power  to  the  several  municipalities  to  tax,  for  local 
purposes,  the  personal  and  real  estate  ot  all  chartered  railroad 
companies,  and  also  that  iMortgagecs  may  be  placed  upon  the 
same  footing  us  other  capitalists,  in  the  levying  ai.d  raising  of 
municipal  assessments. 

Your  memorialists  would  press  upon  your  Honorable  House 
the  justice  and  etpiity  of  granting  to  your  memorialists  the  ap- 
pointment of  all  local  County  Ofliccrs,  such  as  Shcrift",  Registrar, 
Clerk  of  the  Peace, Coroners. Gaolers,Court  House  i\.eepers,&c., 
and  the  regulation  of  all  salaries,  fees  and  allowances  paid  in 
whole  or  in  part  out  of  C'ounty  Funds,  or  monies  raised  and 
levied  by  or  upon  the  jieople;  your  nionimialists  being  of  opinion 
that  the  body  who  raise  taxes,  should  have  the  entire  control 
and  management  oftheii  application.  Your  memorialists  would 
farther  solicit  your  Honorable  House  (o  place  under  their  con- 
trol tlie  granting  of  Licenses  to  Distillers,  the  regulation  and 
control  of  Whiskey  Stills,  together  with  the  duties  derivable 
from  their  manufacture. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  (hat  your  Honorable  House 
will  be  pleased  to  tako  the  the  foregoing  matters,  into  your  serioua 
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consideration,  and  grant  such  relief  in  the  premises  as  may  deemed 
right  and  proper  by  your  Honorable  House,  and  your  memorialist) 
as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

That  from  the  communication  of  Mr.  Norton  to  the  Couiici(, 
of  the  Putrid  state  ol  the  "Water  in  the  well  in  the  Court  House 
yard. 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  well,  and  consider  the 
•water  unfit  lor  use,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  well  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  out.  anil  that  a  new  iron  or  lead  force  pump 
be  put  in  place  of  the  old  wooden  suction  pump,  which  does  not 
appear  to  answer  the  purimse  intended  ;  a>  from  the  great  depth 
of  the  well  the  pump  is  always  very  liaMi  to  be  out  of,  repair. 
Your  Committee  find,  fiom  the  report  of  last  Committee  on 
County  property,  that  a  large  number  of  saw-logs  have  been  cut 
on  lands belonginij  to  this  County  in  the  Township  of  Belmont, 
and  that  theTreasurer  has  leceived  no  payment  for  said  saw-logs^ 
your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  matter  be 
promptly  inquired  into.

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  another,  or  additional 
Grammar  School  he  established  in  the  Township  of  Asphodel,and 
located  at  the  Village  ot  Norwood,  and  to  be  known  as  the  Nor- 
vood  County  Grammar  School,  and  be  endowed  with  the  sum  of 
fifty  pounds,  the  balance  of  the  one  hundred  pounds  at  your  dis- 
posal, so  soon  as  the  Council  of  Asphodel  provide  for  all  the  ne- 
cessary expenses  of  such  Grammar  School  according  to  Law, 
and  those  interested  erect  the  necessarf  buildings. 

Your  Coimnittee  further  recommend,  that  your  Council  do

Your  Committee  would  impress  upon  your  Council  that  the 
Government  Grammar  School  fund  is  increasing  Irom  year  to 
year,  and  they  believe  that  ultimately  it  will  be  sufficient  to  give 
to  each  Grammar  School  fifty  pounds,  which  will  do  away  with 
the  necessity  of  the  provision  recommended  by  your  committee. 
Your  council  will  therefore  provide  that  as  the  fund  of  the  go- 
vernment increases  your  fund  will  decrease.

REPORT 

Of  the  Standing  ContmUtee  on  Roads  and  Bridges. 

Tho  committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges  beg  leave  to  report* 
— That  ihev  have  had  under  ilioir  consideration  the  condillon 
of  the  present  County,  or  Boundary  Roads,  and  regret  to 
find  that  little  appears  yet  to  have  been  done  towards  their 
improvement.  This  may  be  attributed  to  vnrioua  causes, — 
such  as  the  want  of  a  proper  understanding  ii{  the  means  set 
apart  for  that  purpose,  the  interference  of  local,  and  sectional 
interests,atid  iho  want  of  adequate  means  to  make  any  material 
improvement  thoreon  : 

Your  cominitlee  observe  fhf\t  By-Laws  have  passed  the 
Council  for  the  creation  of  these  roads  into  divisions,  and  the 
appointment  of  Ovor8i;ers  thereto,  which  tSy-Laws  have  been 
amended  and  repealed,  tlie  coTimitteo  therefore  recom- 
mend the  repeal  of  all  existing  By-Laws,  and  that  one  gener- 
al  By-Law  bo  passod  in  lieu  thereof,  establishing  the  divisions 
AS  thev  at  present  exist,  providing  for  the  appoinlment 
of  Overseers,  defining  tiieir^^  duties,  iic,  &c-,  ic,  which 
said  By-Law  your  committee  recommend  should  be  published 
in  sheet  form,  for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

The  committee  have  also  had  under  their  consideration  tho 
appropriation  of  County  funds  for  the  repairs  and  improvement 
of  County  roods  generally,  hui  as  they  were  not  unanimous  on 
the  point,  agreed  to  leave  it  in  tho  hands  of  the  Council. 

The  attention  of  your  committee  has  also  been  called  to 
the  petition  of  Samuel  Strickland,  Esq.,  and  others,  for  aid  to 
construct  a  Bridge  across  the  River  Otonabee  at  "  Laltefield," 
ia  the  Township  of  Douro,  connecting  that  Municipality  with 
the  Municipality  of  Smith.  While  your  committee  readily 
acknowledge  the  importance  of  a  Bridge  in  that  quarter,  and 
the    propriety   of  granting  aid  to  construct  it, — they  are  not 
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prepared,  without  further  inrormation,   t»  say  that  Lakefield 
would  be  the   most  suitable  location. 

Numerous  other  applications  to  tha  Council  for  aid  hiTO 
also  been  submitted,  which  your  committee  deem  advisable  to 
leave  for  the  disposul  «t'  the  Council.

A  BY-LAW  to  make  provision  for  the  apjxnnlment  of  Over  ^ 
seers  of  Highways  for  Countij  roads,  and  to  empower  land- 
fiolders  to  compound  for  Statute  Labour  per forrriahle  by  thetn 
on  County  roads,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment,  and  ac- 
counting for,  of  such  cmnpensation  money,  to  regulate  tJie 
manner y  and  the  Divisions  in  tvhich  such  Statute  Labour 
sfiall  be  performed,  and  to  rejieal  By-Laws  Nos.54<  and  63. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Muniripal  Council  of  the  United 
Counties  of  Peterborough  and  Victoria,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, — That  the  several  County 
roads  hereinafter  named  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  formed 
into  road  divisions  for  the  performance  of  Statute  Labour,  and 
the  expenditure  of  compensation  money  therefor,in  the  following 
manner,  that  is  to  say : 

No.  1  Division,  shall  be  composed  of  all  that  part  of  the  Boun- 
diry  Une  between  the  Township  of  Mariposa,  and  the  County  of 
Ontario,  from  the  line  between  the  second  and  third  concessions 
of  Mariposa,  south  to  Scugog  Lake.

Avd  he  it  enact rd, — Thnt  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  landholder 
residing  upon,  or  where  lands  are  bounded  by  any  County  High- 
way, road,  or  other  comnuinicalion,  and  wko  may  be  lawfolf/ 
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liablt  to  perform  Statute  Labour  on  any  such  Highway  or  other 
oemniunication,  to  compound  for  such  Statute  Labour,  for  anj 
period  not  exceeding  fire  years,  at  the  rate  of  two  ahillings  and 
ajf  pence  for  each  day's  labour  at  any  time  before  labour  com- 
poiinided  for,  ought  to  be  performed,  and  such  landholders  shall 
so  compound  with  the  Overseers  of  Highways  of  the  Division  in 
which  such  landholders  reside,  and  should  pay  such  compensation 
money,  to  the  Overseers  of  Highways  for  such  Division. 

And  be  it  enacted, — That  each  Overseer  of  Highways  to 
wkbrn  any  compensation  money, shall  have  been  paid  as  aforesaid, 
ahall  expend  such  money  upon  ihe  County  road,  highway,  bridge 
or  other  [communication  within  the  limits  of  the  division,for  which 
be  shall  have  been  appointed  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  enacted,— ThsA  all  such  Statute  Labour  as  the 
Uibdhblders  aforesaid,  shall  be  Ibble  to  perform  on  County  roads, 
bn^get,  or  other  communication  shall  be  expended  upon  such 
Cvttitoty  roads,  bridge  or  other  communication,  as  may  be  within 
the  limits  of  the  Division  in  which  landholders  reside,  and  oo 
other.  ■■'• 

And  be  it  enacted, — That  all  such  Statute  Labour  fa  afore* 
wi,  and  all  compensation  money  received  by  any  Overseer  of 
Bighways  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  expended  between  the  first  day 
«f  Ma},and  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  in  each  and  every  year. 

And  be  it  enacted, — That  each  Overseer  of  Highways  sliall, 
withia  one  week  after  having  received  notice  of  his  appointment, 
take  the  usual  oath  of  office,  before  the  nearest  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  or  Beeve,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  shillings,  to  be 
roeovored  in  law,  the  same  as  other  penalties  hereinafter  pro. 
vided)  and  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Aufi[ust  in  each 
rear,  transinit  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Councd  of  the  said 
Umted  Counties,  a  return,  showing  the  number  of  days^Statute 
LabOu^  to  which  such  resident  landholders  as  aforesaid,  may  be 
liable ;  the  number  of  days  work  performed ;  the  number  of  days 
wMk  not  performed,  and  the  reason  thereof,  and  the  proceedihgi 
(if  any,)  taken  to  enforce  the  performance  thereof,  the  sums  of 
moooy  received  as  compensation  for  Statute  Labour,  the  names 
eif  persons  from  whom  such  money  was  received  and  the  lOanner 
and  placfe  in  which  money  was  expended,  and  such  return  shall 
bit  certified  to  be  correct  and  signed  by  such  Overseer. 

And  be  it  enacted, — That  any  Overseers  of  Highways  ap- 
pointed as  aforesaid,  who  shall  refuse,  or  willingly  neglect  to  per- 
form his  duty  as  such  Overseer,  or  who  shall  violate|or  neglect  to 
fittfiiatiy  proTision  of  this  By-Law,  made  for  the  guidance  of 
sii^b PyerMer,.sball  be  liable,  on  conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  not 
Ink  tblin  Ten  Shillings,and  not  more  than  Five  Pounds  aad  costf , 
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Afid  U  it  etiaetedi — TUt  By-I^w  No.  54,  passed  May  5tli, 
\i52,  and  By-Law  No.  63,  passed  16th  March,  1853,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed.
